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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Applicant's amendment effectively shifts from one species of invention concerning the use of a 
compensatory waveform determined according to ear-otoacoustic emissions to another embodiment concerning the use of compensatory 
waveforms determined according to speech sounds. This second species was neither previously presented nor indicated to be allowable, 
and is withdrawn by original presentation of only the first species. The amendment is accordingly non-responsive as presenting claims only 
directed towards an unelected species of invention. 



Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicant's amendment is after a notice of appeal, filed beyond the 6-month deadline for a reply after the Non- 
Final Rejection of 06 March 2008 and unaccompanied by an RCE. Moreover, because the amendment presents claims directed only 
towards an unelected species of invention, it is non-responsive and would fail to satisfy the criteria of 37 CFR 1.114. Finally, Applicant has 
failed to file a compliant Brief subsequent to its Notice of Appeal. Accordingly, Applicant has presumably withdrawn, or let its appeal be 
dismissed, and this case is presumably abandoned as lacking any allowed claims.
